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Withdrawal From State Agency 
Revolt Of Gun Owners 


The gun owners of Tehama 
County are revolting against 
federal gun legislation and the 
county supervisors are backing 
them up. 
About 200 persons crowded the 
supervisors chambers in Red 
Bluff 
last night 
to hear 
arguments about a proposal to 
withdraw from the California 
Council on Criminal Justice. The 
proposal had been submitted to 


the supervisors in early March 
by the Red Bluff Arm of the 
Association to Preserve Our 
Right to Keep and Bear Arms. 
The California Council is a 
state task force designed to 
implement the Federal Omnibus 
Crime Control and Safe Streets 
Act of 1968. Part of this bill, the 
Gun Control Assistance Act of 
1968, imposes restrictions on the 
sale of ammunition. 


After a night of argument, the 
supervisors passed a motion, 
introduced by Supervisor Bill 
Flournoy, to withdraw from the 
Regional 
Branch 
of * the 
California Council on Criminal 
Justice. The board directed the 
district attorney to draw up a 
resolution on the issue which 
will make the withdrawal of­ 
ficial. 
The board also resolved to 


lodge a protest in Congress 
about 
the 
Gun 
Control 
Assistance Act and to ask for its 
repeal. 
Tehama County is one of the 
few counties in the state to have 
withdrawn from the California 
Council. The county will lose its 
seat on the regional policy 
making board but will still be 
eligible for federal funds

The Tehama County Board of 
Supervisors has decided to 
initiate a get-tough policy in 
enforcing a county ordinance 
which prohibits the erection of 
political signs on county rights- 
of-ways. 
The county recently passed 
the ordinance, but apparently 
some candidates — not only for 
county offices but for state and 
federal offices as well — have 
ignored the ordinance and 
erected their “elect me” signs 
anyway. 
According to supervisors, 
each county candidate was 
given a copy of the ordinance at 
the time he filed at the county 
clerk and recorder's office. 
The board instructed County 
Road Commissioner Larry 
Coleman to have all signs his 
department finds on county 


property torn down. 
District attorney 
Robert 
Trimble reminded the super­ 
visors that the penalty for 
violating the ordinance was a 
maximum fine of $500 and six 
months in jail. 
Trimble said he noted several 
signs of A1 Coffman in the 
southern part of the county. 
Coffman is a candidate for 
Tehama County Coroner and 
Public Administrator.

Strategist For Reagan Tax Plan 
Reports No Progress In Talks 


Legislative 
Summary 
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By DOUG WILLIS 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
strategist for Gov. Reagan’s 
billion dollar property tax relief 
plan says negotiations between 
Republican and Democratic 
leaders haven’t made any 
progress toward breaking an 
Assembly stalemate on the plan, 
but he still thinks it will pass. 
“We didn’t solve anything, 
and we didn’t expect to,” said 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Anselmo, after a 
closed conference Tuesday with 
chief Democratic critics of the 
tax plan and the majority and 
minority floor leaders. 
“We made no progress at all. 
We’re on dead, dead center,” 
said Minority Floor Leader John 


J. Miller, D-Berkeley. 
The tax plan, which would add 
one cent to the state sales tax 
and increase some state income 
taxes to pay for renter and 
homeowner tax cuts, bogged 
down after nine hours of debate 
in the Assembly Monday with a 
40-0 vote, one short of passage in 
the 80-member house. 
Miller, who engineered a 
Democratic abstention strategy 
to avoid “yes” votes by several 
Democrats known to favor the 
plan, said extra money for 
schools is stjll the Democratic 
price for approval. 
“What it is,” Miller said, “is 
that the Republicans are going 
to have to sell the governor on 
some tnn.gs. There’s hope,” he 


added. 
However, Reagan said at his 
weekly news conference earlier 
in the day he would “absolutely 
not” accept any compromise 
diverting proposed property tax 
relief money to school support. 
*“I’m not going to see tax 
reform used . . . something in 
the way of blackmail, to force 
school finance,” Reagan said. 
Bagley 
predicted 
recon­ 
sideration of the tax bill would 
be delayed again when it comes 
up Wednesday. But he denied 
being worried about missing his 
deadline of getting the bill 
through the Senate and to the 
governor before the June 2 
primary, when a property tax 
initiative will be on the ballot.

unemployment throughout the 
state.”

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County Hires Firm 
To Appraise Property 
Yorty Continues To Confound Politicians

The Tehama County Board of 
Supervisors, after months of 
debating,

private appraisal firm to take a 
complete inventory of all county 
property and buildings. 
The purpose of the inventory 
is to establish values of all the 
county's properties and to have

of 
insurance 
replacement costs in case of fire 
or other damage. 


The county entered into an 
agreement with the Tait Ap- 
praisal Firm of San Francisco 
for the inventory. David M. Tait, 
president of the firm, appeared 
before the board yesterday and 
told supervisors that the cost to 
the county would be 18,860. Thi* 
would include Tehama General 
Hospital which originally wa% 
not included in the plan. Ex­ 
cluding the hospital, the bill 
would be approximately 17,000. 


Tait did not give an exact date 
when his company would begin 
taking the inventory. 
Supervisor C. Dale Pickell, 
voting against the proposal, 
objected to the county spending 
the money. He said that the 
coun4y insurance 
carriers, 
D ale’s Insurance, and the 
auditor’s office both had an 
adequate 
inventory 
and 
retracem ent costs. 
“I think we just poured 18,380

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W here Goes The Path Down?<* 
William F. Buckley Jr., the erudite columnist whose ob­ 
servations on the passing scene appear on this page three times 
each week, equates opposition to President Nixon’s go-ahead order 
against the Viet Cong and North Vietnamese in Cambodia as 
willingness to accept a second-rate-power role for the United 
States. Then, without deigning to substantiate that assessment, he 
argues quite effectively that the United States can yield first-rate 
status only to the Soviet Union, bent on presiding over a world quite 
horrible to contemplate. 


But even though Buckley may assume that declining to police 
Southeast Asia is tantamount to accepting a second-rate role, not 
everyone is ready to accept that assumption. There is good reason 
to believe that quite the opposite may be true. Certainly the 
fighting in Vietnam and Cambodia is a drain on United States 
resources and fighting men. Anything that is a drain on the United 
States weakens the United States. And weakening the United 
States hardly seems a promising formula for protecting our 
Number 1 position. 
The United States will be a Number 1 power just so long as we 
have the capability of challenging any nation which threatens our 
vital interests. We can lose that capability by frittering away our 
strength on such mixed-up squabbles as the one in Southeast Asia. 
Let there by no mistake. We will always have to depend upon 
ourselves. We can expect no help from anywhere on the globe if we 
are threatened by revolution from within or attack from without. 
No country whose battles we have fought would send troops to our 
assistance — nor any more materials than we could pay for with 
other goods or gold. 
For strength, we need peace, not war. Particularly, we don’t 
need this war, during which the manpower and resources of our 
greatest potential enemy — the Soviet Union — remain un­ 
diminished while ours are drained away. Even an out and out 
victory in Vietnam will not increase our real power. And that is all 
that will count with the leaders in the Kremlin.

Bill Hoffer 
Citizenship according to the 
dictionary. 
This means the “duties, 
r\ghts, and privileges of being a 
citizen.’’ I think it is significant 
to note that in the definition 
duties 
come 
first. 
Un­ 
fortunately, in practice many of 
our citizens not only place duties 
last but some ignore them 
altogether. 
Theodore Roosevelt once 
stated, “The first requisite of a 
good citizen in this republic of 
ours is that he shall be able and 
willing to pull his weight.” A 
noted author once wrote, 
‘‘Neither democracy nor ef­ 
fective 
representation 
is 
possible until each participant in 
the group — and this is true 
equally of a household or a 
nation — devotes a measurable 
part of his life to furthering its 
existence.” 
Much of the crime and 
violence in our society today 
occurs, I am sure, because not 
enough Americans pull their 
weight 
and 
not enough 
Americans devote measurable 
parts of their lives to further the 
existence of their homes and 
their Nation. They need to break 
away from the “what’s in it for 
me” syndrome and help protect 
and preserve the freedoms 
which they take for granted. The 


full duty of a man as a free 
citizen extends beyond his own 
self-interests. Where selfishness 
prevails, benevolence and good 
will die. 
Good citizenship is much more 
than a classroom subject; it is a 
vital daily chore for all free 
people if they hope to remain 
free. It is a debt to the past and 
an obligation to the future. Good 
citizenship, like other worthy 
goals, is the fruit of personal 
commitment and involvement. 
It is a solemn contract between 
the individual and his govern­ 
ment. 
In the United States, a citizen 
is a part of his government, a 
system founded on the rule of 
law, not men. Its powers are 
derived from the consent of the 
governed. It is established on 
the principles of freedom, 
equality, justice, and humanity. 
These represent the rights and 
privileges of citizenship. But 
rights and privileges are in­ 
separable from duties. Some 
basic duties of a citizen are to 
love his country, respect and 
obey its laws, participate in its 
affairs, and operations, and 
defend it against all enemies. 
In America, the rewards of 
citizenship are priceless, but the 
demands are high. If we do not 
meet the demands, there will be 
no rewards. To my mind, a real 
need in our country today is for 
all people to do their duty as 
citizens

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State Orders Cut In Pharmacy 
Fees For The Next Two Months 
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SACRAMENTO — The State 
Department of Health Care 
Services has ordered a 10 per 
cent cut in pharmacy fees for 
two months to avoid cutting off 
medicines to nearly two million 
Medi-Cal patients. 
Dr. Earl W. Brian said the 
May 8 to July 1 reduction is 
necessary 
to 
balance 
the 
program’s medicines budget as 
required by law. 
The professional fees that 
Medi-Cal pays at some 4,000 
pharmacies will drop from $2.30 
to $2.07 for each prescription for 
the remainder of the fiscal year. 
Dr. Brian emphasized that the 
cut “should not have any effect 
on Medi-Cal patients. 
“By law, when we find that 
any of five program categories 
will exceed its budget by more 
than 10 per cent it must be 
reduced — if possible — without

cutting patient services,” he 
said. 
M edi-Cal 
p re sc rip tio n s, 
budgeted this fiscal year for 
$57.4 million, are projected to go 
over the 10 per cent variation by 
$1,000,000 to $64 million unless 
checked. 
The pharmaceutical fee cut 
was ordered “only after all 
possibilities were explored. The 
decision Vas discussed with the 
California 
Pharm aceutical 
Association,” the director said. 
The 23-cent cut in the standard 
fee represents 10 per cent of a 
flat rate established in 1968 for 
all Medi-Cal prescriptions, 
which average about 1,500,000 
monthly. 
“Pharmacy leaders agreed 
that we had no other choice 
under the law. I regret taking 
what appears to be a punitive 


step against a profession which 
faithfully 
serves 
Medi-Cal 
patients,” Dr. Brian said. 
The unexpected increase was 
blam ed 
on 
inflationary 
pressures and increased use by 
a growing number of patients. 
H ealth Care Services 
is 
seeking 
$69 
million 
for 
medicines for fiscal 1970-71 — a 
20 per cent increase that in­ 
cludes a 5 per cent hike in 
medicine costs. 
Under the State’s Welfare and 
Institutions Code, the Depart­ 
ment must cut payments for 
p h y s i c i a n s ’ 
s e r v i c e s , 
prescription medicines, dental 
care, nursing homes or other 
services when any of those 
categories 
exceed 
their 
budgeted amounts by more than 
ten percent. 
Hospitals are 
exempted by Federal law.
